The month of May went into 
Gettysburg weather records with Its 
average daily temperature m atching 
to tenths of a degree the average 
daily temperature for May in G et­ 
tysburg for the last 4ft years. 
T he daily average maximum tem ­ 
peratu re last month was 73.2 de­ 
grees and the daily low was 50.6 de­ 
gree*,. Tile month's average was 61 9 
degrees, exactly the average May 
temperature on the basis of figures 
I compiled here for nearly a half 
century. 
Tenifieratures moved through a 
wide range here in May There wen- 
two days with 90-degree weather 
and the high for the m onth was 91 
degrees, compiled here the after­ 
noon of May 17. The lowest reading 
was a 37, only five degrees above 
freeking, the morning of May 14. 
Not Enough Rain 
May, however, was far from nor­ 
mal on rainfall. The month's total 
was only I 84 Inches and that is 
more than two inches below aver­ 
age May rainfall. The rain fell on 
ll days and there were traces of 
rain too slight to measure on two 
other days. 
High 
winds, 
fog 
and 
thunder 
storms were recorded during the 
month. 
May in 1950 in Gettysburg was a 
degree and a half below 
normal 
temperatures but had a total of 6 4ft 
inches of rain.
